Third Highest Deficit in 
Peace - Time History Re- 
ported by Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—~) 
Fiscal New Year’s Eve found the 
Treasury’s income $3,580,000,000 
short of costs tonight, and the 
gross national debt roughly $40,- 
378,000,000. : 

The deficit was the third highest 
in peace-time history and the debt 
the largest in history. 

The federal bookkeepers turned 
the ledger pages to the next fis- 


cal year, which is expected to 
show higher expenditures and a 
larger deficit. Not counting the 
$3,860,000,000 extra- budgetary 


lending program suggested by the) 


President, the next year’s expen- 
ditures, on the basis of pénding 
appropriations, are expected by 
officials to exceed revenues by 
roughly $3,700,000,000. 

As on the regular New Year’s 
Eve, Treasury officials stayed up 
past midnight, not only to see the 
old year out, but to worry about 
President Roosevelt’s expiring 
monetary powers, concerning 
which the senate was having a 
fight. 

If they wanted to celebrate the 
dying year’s fiscal record, how- 
ever, the officials could point out 
that the deficit was $492,000,000 
under what was officially predict- 
ed six months ago. However, it 
was more than double the $1,449,- 
625,000 of the previous year . It 
was outranked in peacetime only 
by the $4,952,928,000 of fiscal year 
1936, when the soldiers’ bonus 
was paid, and the $3,782,966,000 or 
the fiscal year~1935, when New 
Deal public works and relief ex- 
penditures first began to bulk 
large. 

The smaller than expected defi- 
cit was due to expenses falling be- 
hind and revenues rising above 
the estimates. The expenditure 
total of $9,250,000,000 was $342,- 
329.000 less than indicatéd by 
President Roosevelt’s budget mes- 
sage to congress last January al- 
though it was the highest péace- 
time total. 

Expected More Spending. 

WPA, PWA and a host of other 
agencies failed to spend as much 
as expected. WPA, however, fell 
below the estimate mostly because 
congress sliced $50,000,000 off the 
last WPA appropriation. 

Business last year turned out to 
be somewhat more profitable than 
calculated, and higher income and 
other taxes pushed the year’s 
treasury révenue total to $5,670,- 
000,000, which was $150,000,000 
more tham the President expected. 

Although lagging behind the 
$6,241,661,226 revenue total of the 
previous year, the receipts were 
the second best since the depres- 
sion began. 

The deficit marked down today 
was the ninth in a row. Of these, 
six were under Roosevelt, two un- 
der Hoover and the ninth, for the 
fiscal year 1933, spread over the

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Loans for Trade 


Few persons have so successfully blinded 
themselves to the needs and the possibilities of 
South America as has Senator Borah, the gen- 
tleman from Idaho. The dean of the senate 
has been interested less in the larger issues 
involved than in the more potent, politically 
speaking, question of sheep raising in Idaho. 


Senator Borah appears now as a bitter critic 
of the proposal to lend $500,000,000 to foreign 
nations, principally Latin America, for the pro- 
motion of foreign trade. His chief argument 
is that many South American loans are now 
in default of both principal .and interest and 
that new loans would be made merely “for 
South American politicians to play with.” 


While all will agree that good money should 
not be thrown after bad, it is almost impossible 
to justify his contentions in the light of reason. 
The factors which must be taken into consider- 
ation are generally these: 

The loans in default today are private issues, 
-and are no more to be condemned than the 
thousands of private issues which went into 
default in this country as a result of the world- 
wide depression. It is regrettable, to be sure, 
that these loans are in default, but it cannot 
be said the record within the United States is 
more laudable. Many of these loans were 
frankly made with “risk capital” in the knowl- 
edge that insecure political conditions and 
economic vagaries would endanger them. Some 
were made within countries which suddenly 
found natural resources almost valueless; as 
in the case of Chile where the artificial nitrate 
development of the World War years virtually 
smashed an economy, and as in the case of 
Bolivia, where shut-down tin mines and a sui- 
cidal war collaborated in a battering of na- 
tional life. Brazil found a world market for 
coffee collapsing. Argentina found the drives 
for self-sufficiency cutting off wheat and meat 
markets. The same conditions which stagnated 
the internal economy of the United States were 
reflected throughout South America. 


In trade with South America the business- 
men of the United States have been forced to 
acquire markets by sheer superiority of prod- 
uct, and have been often handicapped at the 
same time by ignorance of local conditions. 
It is customary in the lands to the south to 
purchase under long-term credit arrangements 
with which the American businessman did not 
appear familiar. By long-term credits is not 
meant 90-day or 120-day paper, as would be 
the case in this country, but maturities dated 
over a period of six months, a year, or two 
years. German companies, notably, dealt on 
this basis. American firms did not, and could 
not, operate on this basis, and so sales were, 
generally speaking, on the merits of the article 
over those of other countries. Despite this, the 
United States loomed large in the economic 
life of these countries. But it was only logical 
that depression years bit into this trade, and 
that barter methods proved so successful. 


In the one large loan so far made to a 
South American country, it is easy to trace the 
benefits to the United States. It was made to 
Brazil. It enables that country to free its for- 
eign exchange from the trade tyranny of Gef- 
-many’s aski marks. It permits the paying @f 
overdue American accounts delayed by lac 
of foreign exchange. It enables the resumption 
of purchases in the United States rather than 
a continuation of dealing with Germany. It 
permits the establishment of a central bank- 
ing system similar to the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem in the United States and thereby a sound 
monetary basis, linked to the United States 
dollar in the economic world war which is now 
raging. It helps in the rehabilitation of the 
national economy so that repayment of the 
loan is virtually assured. 

Similarly, loans to other countries made on 
the cold basis of banking will strengthen the 
bonds of these countries with the United 
States; will be spent chiefly in this country 
to the advantage of every citizen; will re- 
habilitate bankrupt governments; will bolster 
the economy of the world, freeing it in a day 
of shackles, and will begin the enormous task 
of opening up the last human and material 
frontier of the world. It is, in fact, a small 
contribution to the cause of human liberties.

Be More Polite! 


Those in command of the invading forces 
in China have requested the British to be more 
polite when accosted by searching squads of 
arrogant Japanese soldiers and marines. That 
is, if trouble of an unwanted nature with the 
rising sun boys is to be minimized. 


Unfortunately, perhaps—in the interest of 
a peaceful settlement of the present incident— 
citizens of western countries, who have not lost 
their self-respect, are not accustomed to sub- 
mitting courteously to insult and abuse. Hav- 
ing one’s clothes stripped off in the street, 
without provocation, in the presence of on- 
lookers of both sexes. is not conducive in the 
western mind to the kind of politeness recom- 
mended by the Japanese to minimize the dif- 
ficulties. 

If resisted, however, as one British soldier 
had the temerity to do, the future course of 
Japanese militarism, as a spokesman for the 
high command put it, will be “unpredictable.” 
Yet, there is no ground for believing that 
supine submission to Japanese indignities would 
make their course any clearer. Measured by 
their actions in China during the past eight 
years their future course will continue to be 
“unpredictable” whether met with politeness 
or with the “discourtesy” of resisting. 

Perhaps custom has something to do with 
the lack of understanding in this controversy 
aside from the right to search. “Stripping” in 
Japan, even in mixed company, is not regarded 
as a thing to be avoided. Indeed, members of 
both sexes customarily swim together un- 
clothed. For this reason the western point of 
view in objecting to being publicly undressed 
may not be fully comprehended by the Japa- 
nese. 

Lack of understanding of other peoples, 
however, is nothing new in Japan. Claiming 
always to be misunderstood in the west, they 
fail to understand the western viewpoint in its 
simplest fundamentals. Over-touchy and 
easily insulted themselves, they heap indigni- 
ties and insults upon white residents of China. 
And in the very act of abuse they piously re- 
quest the abused to be more polite in resent- 
ing it! 


Dim Those Lights 


The apathy of the average motorist toward 
one aspect of night driving essential to his 
safety—lights—is startlingly evident to any 
user of the highway after dark. 


Of primary danger, of course, is the one- 
eyed auto. This problem has been receiving 
most careful consideration by highway patrol 
officers. The same may be said for the motorist 
driving an automobile without a tail-light. 

Of almost equal importance to the safety of 
the traveler, particularly those not orientated 
to driving after nightfall, is the question of 
bright and dim lights. Of all highway safety 
requirements this is probably the most honored 
in the breach rather than in the observance. 
The exceptions, naturally, make the rule, and 
are so markedly evident as to highlight the 
danger of the opposite practice. 


Probably no factor has been responsible 


for more highway accidents after nightfall 


than undimmed lights. Yet the simple shift 
of the: lights from: bright to dim: is the easiest 
of all driving principles to execute. The 
answer, then, can lie only in discourtesy 
magnified a thousand times by lack of concern 
toward the safety of others, The burning out 
of one bulb in a lighting system is a factor 
over which there is no human control. But 
the dimmer switch is constantly under control, 
and failure to operate it should meet with 
stern punishment until the condition which 
today makes night driving a nightmare has 
The motorist no longer has 
an individual character on the road, free to 
exercise his will without regard for the rights 
and the safety of others. He is a cog in an 
endless -wheel of traffic, each cog dependent 
on the others for the safety of its passage. 

With a strengthened highway patrol, Geor- 
gia should demand and receive observance of 
this basic law of highway safety.

| Editorial of the Day : 


BACK TO PROFITS 
(From The Birmingham Age-Herald.) 

Scornful and self-righteous condemnations of 
the “profit” system are no longer so popular as 
they were a few years ago. Confident prophecies 
that this system is doomed are not so frequent. 

This marked change is not due to the fact 
that the profit system has recently registered 
great triumphs in the United States or anywhere 
else. On the contrary, the system is still strug- 
gling hard to justify itself. 

The change is mainly due to the failures and 
tyrannies, the horrifying examples and warnings, 
that have been produced by the various alterna- 
tives to the profit system. 

There are really only two feasible economic 
systems for modern nations. 

One is what we call the profit system, which 
relies on the largest measure of free enterprise 
consistent with essential governmental regulation 
in the public interest. 

The other is state absolutism of one kind or 
another, ‘Fascist, Communist or Nazi, for exame- 
ple, which relies on close state control of all en- 
terprise and substitutes the good of the “state” 
for the good of individuals as the primary ob- 
jective in government. 

With the severe dislocations that came to the 
profit system in the world depression. as a re- 
sult of the far-reaching weaknesses and abuses it 
developed, and of the moral and economic col- 
lapse growing out of the World War, emergencies 
and moods naturally turned men to statism, in one 
form or another—the only real alternative to 
freedom. | 


THE CAPITAL PARADE

ANOTHER “NEW DEAL” WORD WASHINGTON, June 30. 


Some New Dealers of the 
spending camp have a name for the President’s lately announced 
program of “self-liquidating” spending and lending. They call ‘it 
the “splending program,” packing more than a trace of irritation 
into their new portemanteau word. 

The irritation arises from the New Dealers’ notion that if. the 
“splending”. is confined to projects which are truly ‘self-liquidating, 
it will prove to be pretty small potatoes. The program itself, as 


previously indicated, is composed of.a lot. of old ideas flued to- - 


gether to make impressive. Neither.the railroad equipment loans, 
nor the rural rehabilitation, farm tenancy and rural electrification 
loans, nor the financing of toll bridges, toll highways and the like, 
nor all of them put together, promise to add up to the hopefully 
predicted cash outlay of more than $800,000,000 in the first year. 

Indeed, the lesser members of the New Deal group dismiss the 
“splending program” as mere churning the void to make cheese. The 
wiser leaders do not share their henchmen’s annoyance, but are 
chiefly pleased because they regard “splending” as a step in the 
right direction. If congress can be persuaded to pass close to 
$4,000,000,000 in “splending” now, the economy psychology will be 
seriously weakened. Then, at the next session, real, old-fashioned 
spending of the open-handed sort which the New Dealers regard as 
necessary to stimulate business, can be shoved through with com- 
parative ease. 


CATS KEPT IN THE BAG. The joke about “splending,” as it 


now appears, is that the New Deal- 
ers were in some degree cheated of ‘their desires. They were, of 
course, the original talkers for some sort of program to get money 
out. It has long been known how the President thereupon referred 
their various proposals to the so-called fiscal and monetary com- 
mittee, of which Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. 
is chairman. What has not been revealed is that instead of pas- 
sively succumbing to “splending,” Morgenthau actively insisted on 
the “self-liquidating” feature. In fact, the limitations on “splend- 
ing” are another Treasury triumph in the internecine warfare of 
the New Deal. 

Under the circumstances, the sourness of many spenders is easily 
understandable. The kind of thing which Morgenthau averted by 
fighting for exclusively self-liquidating projects may be discovered 
in a recent speech to the Harvard Business School alumni by Chair- 
man Marriner S. Eccles, of the Federal Reserve Board. Eccles, who 
is Morgenthau’s fellow member on the fiscal and monetary com- 
mittee, gave the Cambridge gathering the case for spending in full. 
He spoke favorably of most of the projects of the “splending” pro- 
gram, but only in passing. His real emphasis was on “increasing 
consumption relative to national income through the development of 
old-age pensions, health and other social services.” 

There you have the big cats which may be expected to come out 
of the bag at the next session of congress. Particularly important 
is the reference to old-age pensions, which Eccles believes should 
be partly paid out of general taxation. The New Deal description 
of the new plan for old-age pensions is “pay as you go,” which one 
sardonic treasuryite translated as meaning “The taxpayer pays, and 
the New Deal goes on.” 


ECONOMIC IMPERIALISM The New Dealers still hope for 


the passage of the Mead-Starnes 


’ bill authorizing $500,000,000 in outright PWA spending, with no self- 


liquidating jokers about it. Meanwhile, the only really striking fea- 
ture of the “splending”’ program is the one which clearly inscribes 
the program with Henry Morgenthau’s signature—the provision for 
$500,000,000 in loans to foreign nations buying goods from American 
farmers and manufacturers. 

This highly controversial proposal is part of a general scheme 
of economic imperialism invented and long supported by Morgen- 
thau. Morgenthau argues that we have vast sums in unused capi- 
tal and vast producing capacity. Why not, he asks, use the capital 
to get ourselves customers abroad? Why not follow the system 
which gave England a century and a half of unimaginable pros- 
perity? To the Président, these questions have seemed reasonable, 
and so now, after years of cautious persuasion, Morgenthau is being 
permitted to bring his scheme into the open. Possibly the $500,- 
000,000 for foreign loans will be denied by an isolationist senate. 
If not, it will provide an interesting test of a remarkably interest- 


ing conception.

FAIR ENOUGH

Job Seekers |; young men and 
women who are being unloaded 
onto an oyercrowded job market 
as the college crop of 1939 is about 
a quarter of a million, just about 
equal to the total enrollment of 
regular college students in 1910 
and four times the graduation 
class of that year. . They emerge 
into,a world in which a college 
education is no longer a distinc- 
tion, as it was in 1910. A story 
is told of a new office boy in a 
New York newspaper shop who 
was asked to fill in a data form 
for the office files and in the 
space ‘marked “home _ address” 
wrote “The Harvard Club.” 
Aside from the depression which 
members of the New Deal finally 
are coming to call more and more 
baldly “the collapse of American 
capitalism,” and aside from the 
factor known as technological dis- 
employment, the graduates of to- 
day are embarrassed by their own 
numbers. They constitute a huge 
mass, and, for all that is said 
about the exploitation of child la- 
bor, they find that business, work 
and affairs are in the -hands of 
older people, most of whom did 
not go to college but came to grips 
with life, as the professors say, 
several years younger. 


It has been suggested that the 
timing of education, like the auto- 
matic timing of a three-minute 
egg, is a mistake and that the jam 
of fresh-taught talent could be al- 
leviated by the wider adoption of 
a method which would certify 
students and trickle them out 
throughout the year. This would 
seriously impair the solemnity and 
horseplay of graduation exercises 
and reunions, and the gain might 
not be worth the sacrifice to those 
who deliver inspirational talks and 
receive honorary degrees. It is 
just a suggestion which has been 
tossed out by some educators in a 
hope that an appreciable portion 
of the graduating classes would be 
subtracted from the jam that oc- 
curs in June, 


Flaw in An important flaw in 
S the present system 

ystem lies in the fact that so 
many young and uncommonly in- 
telligent people remain entirely 
aloof from the practical fight for 
a start in life until they are from 
22 to 23 years old. Certainly a 
great number of the generation 
which is now moving into the 50s 
and which still clings to the man- 
agement of business in this coun- 
try had no such patience and re- 
straint. As of 1910 or 1900, the 
college enrollment was small, and 
most men of that group went to 
work early. Some of them, in 
later years, realized that they were 
deficient and studied mail order 


courses in secret, and some just, 


bulled their way through, learning 
by experience as the? Weht. 

There was a sense of prejudice 
self-made employers 
against college-trained applicants 
on the suspicion that the college 
graduate thought he knew it all 
and wanted to start at the top. 
Moreover, the boss’ son usually 
went away to college and came 
home flatting his a’s to hang 
around the country club, which 
was new at the time, for a few 
months and then enter the plant 
in a brand-new suit of dungarees 
for a three-month spell of demo- 
cratic ostentation with the hunk- 
ies. After a little of that, he 
would disappear from the works 
and become an executive in the 
office. 


Prejudice The prejudice ex- 

ists no longer, and 
No Longer it; disappearance is 
due in large part to the willing 
enthusiasm of the new graduates 
to tackle almost any sort of work 
and at small wages. But there is 
acute job fear among the older 
men, particularly the uneducated 
or non-educated, who have risen to 
the top of their earning powers 
and are now hanging on, know- 
ing that if they should lose out 
they might be on the street for 
months or years. Men of this class 


‘have a clannish disposition to play 
ball out of old friendship and for 


mutual protection. 

Impatience and discouragement 
must harass the graduates first 
year out of college even in the 
best of times, however. He is not 
a boy now, but a man, but he 
comes into the job market as a 
beginner at a time when he must 
pick up the duty of supporting his 
own family or the leftovers of his 
father’s responsibilities, and do it 
on the pay of a high-learned but 
inexperienced novice. 

There is more than mere nos- 
talgia to the oft-repeated fact that 
the fathers and mothers of this 
year’s graduates were married and 
had children and an economic 
start at a time of life when these 
youths were still going to school. 
There is a wide blank spot be- 
tween adolescence and the start 
of adult responsibility in the life 
of the large and. highly intelligent 
section of American youth which 
constitutes the student body.

WAGES AND HOURS WITNESSES Every old police re-

Gus Dyer, of Vanderbilt University, where he serves as professor 
of economics. The doctor’s economic ideas are as well known and as 
fixed in one direction as were Dr. Nixon’s in another. He has been 
a loud and constant Roosevelt hater'and a speaker for the National 
Manufacturers’ Association. Both his political beliefs and his speak- 
ing association are legitimate but it seems rather useless to bring in 
witnesses whose only service can be to contribute overstatements 
for one side or the other. In’ fact, the entire hearing has heard 
much too much overstatement. The hearing loses its authenticity 
because of overstatements, with both sides contributing their share. 
An old police reporter would not call Dr. Nixon, the mill workers 
or Dr. Dyer good witnesses. 
The best witnesses to date, it so happens, have been “defense” 


witnesses. They were C. A. Cannon and R. R. West, the latter of 
Danville, Va. 


A PLAIN CASE Mr. West’s testimony seemed so sound that it 

will be very difficult for the administration 
to upset it. Mr. West received the complete attention of all present 
as he read his prepared statement. 

_As a member of Committee Number One, he had signed the 
minority report.

Their honest testimony is worth more than all 
that of the honest, economists, attorneys and professors who deal 
with theories. 

It is entirely possible we have gone too fast with»reforms and 
have not consolidated the gains made. That criticism would apply, 
I think, to the textile dispute. 


MR. ELMER ANDREWS Mr. Elmer Andrews presents an in- 

teresting study. Heading one of the 
most important commissions, governed by a law which admittedly 
needs amending, he does a good job. No one disputes his honesty 
and integrity. 

One may look at him, sitting there through hours and hours of 
good testimony, bad testimony, oratory, selfishness, stubborn un- 
willingness to concede a point by either side, and feel a bit sorry 
for the man.

You can do it for yourself by making a simple 
test. ‘Merely ask yourself, concerning any magazine, whether you 
could sit beside your mother, or the lady you respect most, or the 
boy and girl you like best, and share examination of it without 
shame or embarrassment. ‘ 

The indecent magazines are read in privacy, and; by all except 
perverts, ‘with a sense of guilt. 

There are more than one hundred of them in our country that 
are barred from Canada and from England. 

I don’t know how you feel about it, but I like to be proud of 
America. It is my country, as my home is mine, and the fact that 
it produces and tolerates filth that other countries abominate and 
bisbar, shames’ me to the marrow. 

Are the people in other countries that much more’ decent than 
we are? Actually they are not. We are tricked by our belief in 
freedom, which exposes us to all kinds of impositions. 

It reminds me of that kid who spent a week end with you last 
fall. You urged her to make herself at home and feel free, to do 
as she pleased, and she pleased to take a nap on your fancy new 
counterpane without removing her muddy shoes. 

There is no freedom to injure others. But people who love 
freedom are afraid to draw the line, and the publishers of foul 
literature know it and take advantage of them. The stuff they print 
—either reading matter, pictures or advertisements—is deliberately 
designed to debauch, or to feed a pervert appetite for rottenness. 

It isn’t mere naughtiness that shocks the prudish and narrowly 
intolerant and primly old-maidish. Stuff must be pretty foul when 
national governments stop it at their border as they stop the carriers 
of disease. 

You must “take sides” for or against it. If you keep away from 
it, you help starve it out. If you buy and read it, you not only defile 
yourself but also help to finance the defiling of other kids.

There was a further decline in 
Alabama pig iron production, but 
steel mill activity increased after 
the first week in May and rose 
further in the first half of June.

Grand Jury Presentments 
For Months of May and June 


Hon. Walter C. Hendrix, 
Judge, Superior Court, 
Atlanta, Ga. 

The Grand Jury selected for 
the May-June, 1939, term has 
completed its work as far as it 
has been possible to do so, and 
wishes to make the following re- 


port: 
Juvenile Institutions. 

(a) Industrial Farm for White 
Boys—Notwithstanding investiga- 
tion and presentments of the 
March-April term Grand Jury, 
and the action of the board of 
County Commissioners in making 
a clean sweep of the staff, with 
the indictment of several of the 
displaced staff members, we find 
the operation of this institution 
still in deplorable condition. 

We recommend that immediate 
steps should be taken to remove 
this institution to a more isolated 
place, preferably: on the county- 
owned property along the river, 
and that the staff be.made up of 
men who are qualified, trained, 
sympathetic and have had past 
experience in dealing with a 
group of undisciplined boys. 

We recommend that in the com- 
plete reorganization there be in- 
cluded a manual training work 
shop; also athletic equipment that 
the boys may be trained and en- 
couraged to engage in normal 
boys’ activities. 7 

We recommend that the case 
record be furnished the superin- 
tendent with each commitment, 
giving as thoroughly as possible 
the background of the prisoner, 

(b) Industrial Farm for Colored 
Boys—We are pleased to report 
that our study of the Colored 
Boys’ Industrial Farm show con- 
ditions are most satisfactory, both 
in the matter of administration 
and in the general condition of 
the plant. We wish to commend 
the officials in charge on the man- 
ner in which this institution is 
operated. 

(c) The Georgia Training School 
for Girls—We have inspected the 
Georgia Training School for Girls 
and find it to be conducted in a 
most efficient and _ satisfactory 
manner. The girls are being in- 
structed in domestics and home 
arts. The health, sanitation and 
general conditions are exception- 
ally good. 

It is a pleasure to commend the 
members of the staff on their ef- 
ficient operation of this institu- 
tion. 

Purchases. 

We recommend that all pur- 
chases for all county functions 
be handled by the Purchasing De- 
partment and not through sepa- 
rate departments, or institutions, 
as in some cases are now handled. 

Fulton County Jail. 

This institution has been in- 
spected and found to be in excel- 
lent condition. The building, halls 
and cell rooms are clean and san- 
itary. We do, however, recom- 
mend that the kitchen be thor- 
oughly screened. 

We recommend that a delous- 
ing system be installed for the 
benefit of incoming prisoners, 

We also recommend that ar- 
rangements be made whereby the 
three matrons who supervise the 
women prisoners be allowed one 
day off each week. 

Fulton County Convict Camps. 

These camps seem to be in ex- 
cellent condition as to food, sani- 
tation and sleeping quarters. We 
do find, however, that sleeping 


be discontinued, and that the 
work be performed by the regu- 
lar employes of the Tax Collec- 
tor’s office. 

Tax Levy. 

We recommend that legislation 
be enacted which will limit the 
tax millage to be levied by the 
County Commissioners, 

Hospitals. 

We recommend that the county 
take over the management of 
Grady Hospital and Battle Hill 
Sanatorium, but before taking 
over the management of these in- 
stitutions that legislation be en- 
acted which will reduce the city 
tax millage the amount spent by 
the city on the operation of these 
institutions for the year preced- 
ing the time the County actually 
takes over these institutions. 

Public Welfare Department. 
_We have spent considerable 
time in investigating the admin- 
istration of the pauper’s fund of 
Fulton county, commonly known 
as “relief,” under the supervision 
of the Welfare Department. 

In our investigation we have 
found that the Public Welfare De- 
partment which administers this 
fund has, in several cases, failed 
to recognize its obligations to the 
taxpayers of the County, in that 
the use of this money has not 
been limited to the paupers of the 
County, which means people who 
are unemployable or destitute. 

We find that this money has 
been given to many people who 
are not paupers in any sense of 
the word. Money has been giv- 
en to people who were actually 
gainfully employed and to others 
who are abie to work. In the ex- 
aminations recently given by the 
County Physicians it was report- 
ed to this body that 157 white peo- 
ple and 221 colored people were 
found to be able to work, yet are 
carried on the relief roll. 

_ We feel that this fund has not, 
In all cases, been properly ad- 
ministered, in that the issuing of 
checks to persons carried on the 
relief rolls have resulted in at 
least three evils, viz: 

_ First—People have been draw- 
ing checks from this fund who

Only a Special Appropria- 
tion by General Assem- 
bly Can Now Revive 
This Salary Obligation. 


State obligations totaling more 
than $5,500,000 to school teachers 
and university employes were of- 
ficially written off the books last 
night as Georgia’s 1938-39 fiscal 
year drew to a close, 

Under the so-called “grandfa- 
ther clause” of the appropriations 
act, departmental appropriations 
automatically are whittled to fit 
actual income as certified June 30. 

State Auditor Zach Arnold, in 
a preliminary report yesterday, 
said $44,517,582.51 had been re- 
ceived by the treasury since June 
30, 1938. He added this was in- 
complete, and might be incerased 
by several hundred thousand dol- 
lars before the books officially 


closed. 
Total Explained. 

Arnold listed the “normal” state 
income for the period as $41,278,- 
835.48. The remainder included 
$2,527,222.35 obtained from sale 
of rentals on the _ state-owned 
Western & Atlantic railroad, and 
$711,524.68 from the federal gov- 
ernment in allotments to the De- 
partment of Labor. 

The “normal” receipts broke 
down into $12,379,481.55 to the 
general fund, $25,509,450.31 to al- 
located funds, and $3,389,903.62 to 
the stabilization fund. The latter 
is a “pool” supported by a 10 pér 
cent “tithe” levied on major items 
of allocated and general fund 
revenue. 

The stabilization fund is 


ex- 


pended by executive order, usual- | 
ly being used to assist financial- | 
ly-crippled departments supported | 


by the general fund. 

Expenditures of most 
agencies waS progressively re- 
duced during the year by order 
of the budget commission—the 
Governor and state auditor—un- 
til the Jast quarter brought a low 
of 56 per cent of actual appro- 
priations. 

“Owe” Teachers $5,200,000. 

The state was ablé to pay its 
school teachers for only half the 
regular seven-months term, leav- 
ing approximately $5,200,000 un- 
paid. Another $380,000 is owed 
employes of the university sys- 
tem. 

Only a special appropriation. by 
the general assembly could revive 
these obligations after expiration 
of the present fiscal year. 

The state auditor estimated the

BARED IN RICHMOND 


Grand Jury, However, Finds 
No Information on Which 
To Indict. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., June 30,.—(P) 
Findings that Richmond county 
elections have followed custom 


rather than the law were con- 
tained in grand jury presentments 
filed today after investigation of 
the June 6 voting. 

Evidence indicated many illegal 
votes were cast, the presentments 
read, but authentic information on 
which to bring indictments was 
lacking. 

Recommendations includef: 

Repeal of the existing perma- 
nent registration law and substi- 
tution of a plan which would 
purge the lists every seven years. 

Posting of voters lists for pub- 
lic inspection. 

The grand jury said lists were 
not available for public inspection 
on June 6 and recommended that 
they be supplied in the future. 

“If the voter knows he may in- 
spect the lists and that the grand 
jury will receive the lists, there 
will be brought about fair elec- 
tions,” the jurors held. 

Approximately 120 witnesses 
were summoned before the grand 
jury following the June 6 election, 
when an unusually heavy number 


of ballots was cast in certain | 
wards: Included among the wit-| 


nesses were managers, clerks, and 
certain city and county officials.

democracy devoid of internal dif- 
ficulties.” 
Not the Purpose. 

The purpose of the law is not 
to equalize or standardize ex-

Con- 
gress recognized this first princi- 
ple of the limitations under which 
the authority was constituted by 
providing for the administration of 
the law so as not to grant a com- 
petitive advantage between re- 
gions, the Governor read. 

The Governor announced that 
he thinks wage - differentials 
should be established to compen- 
sate for existing freight rate in- 
equalities. The differentials, he 
said, should remain in force until 
rates are equalized. He believes, 
too, that exceptions should be 
made for beginners during. a rea- 
sonable training period. 

“To do less,” White remarked, 
“is to admit to southern states that 
the confidence manifested by their 
assistance in passing the act had 
been betrayed—that in its oper- 
ation the act is no longer the act 
of the national congress, but the 
act of Industry Committee No. 1, 
and that under arbitrary malad- 
ministration the south is not to be 
accepted as a partner to the in- 
dustry of the nation, but as a 
colonial stepchild, not even per- 
mitted to process and manufac- 
ture its own greatest crop.” 

Industry Is Begun.

Something easy and light and 
different is fish hash. Fish, you 
know; is one of the lighter “meats” 
and it should not be forgotten in 
the frantic search for something 
cold.
